ccording to Andover High 
Asien teachers, who voted 

last week to stick with a so- 
called four-by-four block schedule of 
82-minute class periods, they sup- 
port it because it is educationally 
sound.

According to Thomas Meyers, 
president of the Andover teachers’ 
union, the grievance was dropped 
when the union made an one-year 
agreement for this year, to deal with 
the scheduling emergency when the 
hybrid block schedule could not be 
implemented. 

Meyers says the teachers never 
endorsed the originally-proposed 
hybrid block — they just agreed to

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incineration

hile the movement to recog- 
nize incinerator pollution in 
the Merrimack Valley as a 


serious threat is gaining political 
momentum, recent violations alleged 
against NESWC are not the light at the 
end of the tunnel that activists are 
seeking, says the EPA. 

The federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) issued a notice of 
Violations against Massachusetts 
Refusetech Inc. a division of Whee- 
labrator, which operates the plant 
under the direction of the North East 
Solid Waste Committee, a group of 23 
Massachusetts towns including 
Andover. 

A meeting of local environmental 
activists and politicians last week 
drew nearly 200 residents to the audi- 
torium at North Andover High School. 

Activists from Andover, North 
Andover, Haverhill and Merrimack 
Valley organizations testified on the 
dangers of the North Andover inciner- 
ator (which they renamed the “dioxin 
factory”) and four other incinerators 
in the Merrimack Valley: the Ogden 
Martin plants in Lawrence and Haver- 
hill, the BFI medical waste incinera- 
tor in Lawrence and the Saints Memo- 
rial medical waste incinerator in Low- 
ell. 

“It’s unfair the Merrimack Valley 


has to bear the brunt of these facili- 


ties,” said state Rep. Barry Finegold, 


D-Andover, at the hearing last week.

Running over the ‘running boys’ 


If you’ve driven downtown in 
the past month, chances are 
you've run over a couple of kids 
sprinting across the street. 

You can’t help it. They’re 
painted on the roadway. 

“The people who put them on 
call them, ‘The running boys.’ I 
guess to be politically correct, it’s 
the running person,” says Bob 
McQuade, public works director. 

These “boys,” who look a bit 
like cub scouts carrying free 
Weights, are painted near cross- 
walks on downtown = streets 
including Main Street, to remind 
people to yield to pedestrians 
using the crosswalks. 

But the paintings might also 
remind people of the chalk out- 
lines police draw at a crime 
scene. Because of this, when 
there are four crosswalks at an 
intersection, such as at the inter- 
section of Chestnut and Barnard 
streets, the corner can look like 
the site of a gangland shooting in 
Candyland. 

Of course, the goal of the “run- 
ning boys” is just the opposite — 


to prevent anyone from being 
hurt at the scene. 

McQuade says he saw the run- 
ning boys in another town, and 
thought they might help people 
traveling through Andover real- 
ize they’re approaching a fre- 
quently-used crosswalk. That’s 
why the paintings are here. 

In the past, police have tried to 
get people to stop for pedestrians 
in the crosswalk by putting up 
signs in the middle of the street.

believe one man, a man in his early 30s 
with dirty blond hair, has been 
involved with most of them, says Wal- 
lace. 

Police had two more reports involv- 
ing a suspicious man last week, and 
they believe the man they’re looking 
for was involved in at least one of these 
incidents, as well. 

Det. Donald Pattullo says in that 
incident a man matching the suspect’s 
description was seen by a woman on 
Greenwood Road Tuesday morning, 
Nov. 18. 

The woman was looking out the win- 
dow of her home, keeping an eye on her 
children, when she saw a man loitering 
by their school bus stop, says Pattullo.

Patel, who drew a picture of his dream tree- 
house to show Leed.

The treehouse, constructed with the help of 
Grasso Construction of North Andover, Jack- 
son Lumber and White Street Paint of 
Lawrence, Lego Systems, Bertucci’s and vol- 
unteer Janet Pallone of North Andover, was 
completed in mid-July (“Dream treehouse a 
reality for Andover boy,” Townsman, July 17). 
Leed helped to organize a ribbon-cutting cere- 
mony and pizza party for the opening. 

For her work with Yogan, Leed received the 
Wish of the Year Award from the foundation. 

“It was extremely exciting,” says Leed, who 
still visits the Patel family regularly. 

“T've received other awards, but I think this 
one was the most exciting,” she says. “It’s a 
chance to take a child’s imagination and do 
something really exciting with it. It’s a chance 
to make a child’s moments exciting as well, 
which lets the family see expressions they 
haven't seen, to give them some real quality 
time that is positive and joyful, when there is 
generally a lot of pain and sadness.”

In 
another, she traveled to New York City for a 
shopping spree with a young girl who hoped to 
become a model. 

“She turned out to become Miss Roxbury,” 
Leed says, “and got her award at a gospel 
brunch at the House of Blues. People there 
said it was the most moving event the place 
had ever seen.” 

Trained as a recreational therapist, Leed 
began working at the jewelry story at the 
request of her late father, who was physically 
handicapped. “That was about 20 years ago,”

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Statewide tests to measure students and teachers

A new battery of statewide 
tests for public school students 
will measure not just what stu- 
dents know, but also how well 
Andover is teaching, says 
Assistant Superintendent 
Marinel McGrath. 

While the state has been 
issuing statewide tests for 
years, beginning next fall, test 
results for individual students 
and individual schools will be 
given to towns. 

The MCAS (Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System) tests are based on the 
outlines for curriculum in the 
new “frameworks” established 
by Education Reform. Each 
subject has it’s own specific 
framework to meet, the stan- 
dards of which are sometimes 
below and sometimes above 
local programs, McGrath says. 

“It’s a total balancing act, 
making sure we meet expecta- 
tions,” she says. 

Teachers have been adjust- 
ing their lessons to meet state 
frameworks for years, says 
McGrath, and describes the 
curriculum change to meet 
state standards as an ongoing 
process. 

“There is constant upgrad- 
ing and fine tuning,” she says. 

The new statewide test 
results that include test scores 
for individual students will 
help the schools determine 
where they are meeting state 
frameworks and where they 
are not, she says. 

According to Lois Roberts, 
program adviser for the Eng- 
lish Department at Andover 
High School, individual test 
results were never before 
available from the statewide 
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tests, and she won’t believe 
them until she sees them. 

“This could be years down 
the road, if they ever publish it 
at all,” she says. 

McGrath says the state 
promised detailed results by 
October or November 1998 
from English, language arts, 
math, science and technology 
tests given to grades 4, 8 and 10 
in the spring. 

To date, “tryout” tests have 
been given to grades 5, 7 and 9 
in math, science and technolo- 
gy, but no test scores were 
reported, she says. 

Beginning this spring, 10th 
graders will be required to 
pass the Iowa Test of Educa- 
tion Development to earn their 
high school diploma. 

Marc D’Agostino, student 
representative to the School 
Committee, says he saw a sam- 
ple of some biology test ques- 
tions, and found them more 
challenging than he expected. 

“They’re not easy questions. 
I had to think about them for a 
minute,” he says. 

Another new element of 
tests includes an open-ended 
question segment that requires 
students to respond in essay 
form. 

McGrath says 20 Andover 
teachers are now in workshops 
to help them write open-ended 
questions “that really elicit a 
higher level of thinking” to get 
students more prepared for 
that portion of the test. 

The workshop is being led 
by Andover High School sci- 
ence teacher Michael Lynch, 
who is on the state board that 
helped develop the tests, along 
with science department pro- 
gram advisor Maryellen Duffy 
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and math teacher Marcia Harol. 

Their expertise at the state level will 
help local teachers meet the frameworks 
and prepare students for the tests, she 
says. 

Duffy says she doesn’t expect any major 
changes in the science curricula until the 
first set of test results comes in. 

“IT think a lot of school systems will see 
what is missing and then add it instead of 
adding it at this point,” she says. 

At a recent school committee meeting 
one parent asked how the department will 
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know if it’s meeting the state frameworks. 
McGrath says the department will develop 
an in-house assessment system based on 
the test results. 

“It will help us determine if the bar is 
set too high or too low,” she says.

Go slow on 
incinerators 


The message is getting louder: the pas- 
sion more intense. 

At a rally last week, more than 200 
area residents called for getting rid of the 
trash incinerators in the region. It’s not 
just an economic issue of making more 
efficient use of products, and throwing 
away less. It’s that incinerators are 
believed to be making people sick. They 
produce dioxin and mercury, which are 
a factor in ailments ranging from cancer 
to infertility. 

The response, from government regu- 
lators and officials, seems to be taking on 
at least some of the same urgency. The 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency is coming down on the Massa- 
chusetts Refusetech incinerator on Holt 
Road in North Andover. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold, D-Andover, 
declared there was no reason at all to 
keep the incinerator operating. 

The pressure on incineration is all to 
the good. It is clearly not the best, nor the 
healthiest way to deal with the rubbish 
we generate. 

But that said, it is unlikely that shut- 
ting down area incinerators tomorrow 
would produce a utopian reality of clean 
Streets, clean homes and clean air. The 
air might get cleaner, but the streets 
would start to get pretty messy. 

Right now, there are no comprehen- 
Sive alternatives to deal with everything 
we throw away. Alternatives, yes. Com- 
prehensive? Not yet.

While construction and scheduling 
issues have been grabbing headlines, 
long-sought high school programs 
have been instituted without fanfare. 
Alternative programs, both on- and 
off-site, have been requested by our 
high school administrators for more 
than five years. Largely through their 
efforts, this year the in-house alterna- 
tive program received badly needed

Evaluation and _criti- 
cism are important, but collaboration 
and goodwill move us forward. Let us 
try to reverse current practice and be 
quicker to praise and slower to 
blame. I believe we will all be both 
better served and certainly happier.

Dynamics Research Corporation, of 
60 Frontage Road, announced net 
income of $1,723,000, or 27 cents per share 
for the quarter ended Sept. 30, 1997, up 
107 percent from $831,000, or 13 cents per 
share, earned in the fiscal third quarter 
ended Sept. 7, 1996. 

Revenue for the third quarter of 1997 
was $43,269,000, an increase of 45 percent 
from $29,929,000 for the fiscal third quar- 
ter of 1996. Earnings per share numbers 
have been restated to reflect a 10-percent 
stock dividend paid on April 28, 1997. 

Prior to 1997, the company reported 
results on a 13-period fiscal year basis, 
with the first three fiscal quarters con- 
taining 12 weeks and the fourth fiscal 
quarter containing 16 weeks. Third- 
quarter results in 1997 include a previ- 
Ously reported one-time benefit to net 
income amounting to $1 million, or 16 
cents per share, from a refund of income 
taxes, plus related interest. 

For the nine months ended Sept. 30, 
1997, net income was $2,873,000, or 46 
cents per share, up 86 percent from 
$1,538,000, or 25 cents per share, for the 36 
weeks ended Sept. 7, 1996.

Supposedly, the only two certainties 
in life are death and taxes. But credit 
unions have been able to duck one out 
of two, so far. 

While nobody is promising them 
eternal life, they remain tax exempt. 
And that, for years a sore point with the 
community banking establishment, is 
now becoming one of the bankers’ 
hottest issues. 

“It’s the eternal issue,” says Andover 
Bank president Gerald Mulligan, who 
notes, “I’ve been in banking for 30 
years, and it was going on before I start- 
ed 


“But it has gotten more intense, as 
more credit unions have gotten bigger,” 
he says. 

The Massachusetts Bankers Associa- 
tion has produced a booklet titled Mass- 
achusetts Credit Unions: Straight Facts, 
that attacks the tax-exempt status of 
credit unions, now that many of them 
are looking more and more like banks. 

“We say this up front, and we want to 
keep saying it,” says MBA spokesman 
Robert Fichter. “We're not complain- 
ing about many credit unions that are 
still doing what credit unions were cre- 
ated to do.” 

Indeed, the MBA booklet says banks 
are “strongly supportive of the tradi- 
tional credit union movement.” The 
problem, it says, is with those that have 
become “large, multi-purpose organiza- 
tions whose members have little or no 
legitimate common bond, and in 
essence are banks with one exception: 
they pay no taxes.” 

But Peter L. DiBenedetto, treasurer 
and CEO of the Northeast Community 
Credit Union, based in Haverhill but 
serving all of Essex and Middlesex 
counties plus a large territory in south- 
ern New Hampshire, contends that 
even the larger, more varied credit 
unions still deserve the tax break,

Both sides agree that credit unions 
were formed early in the century to pro- 
vide a means for groups of people to 
pool their savings, and provide person- 
al loans to one another. 

But the deposits weren’t insured by 
the government. The credit unions

* Credit union deposits are now fed- 


erally insured up to $100,000. 


* Laws passed in 1978 and 1980 now 
allow credit unions to offer an increas- 
ing range of financial services, includ- 
ing mortgages and commercial loans. 

* The definition of “common bond” 
has been loosened. In Massachusetts, 
the banks say the General Laws don’t 
even clearly define a common bond. 

The result has produced what banks 
call “rogue” credit unions — some that 
have expanded far beyond their origi- 
nal group and are offering most of the 
same services the banks offer. More to 
the point, they have been cutting into 
the market share of the smaller com- 
munity banks for the past decade. 

According to the banks, the Massa- 
chusetts credit union industry has 
grown 145 percent since 1984, while 
community banks with assets of less 
than $250 million have grown only 
about 40 percent during the same time 
period. 

“As of June, 1996, credit unions in 
Massachusetts held $10.6 billion in 
assets, compared to $7.8 billion held by 
the state’s tax-paying cooperative 


banks,” the MBA says. 


DiBenedetto says the banks are 
being intimidated by a very small play- 
er in the market. “We only account for

DRYING TIMES 

Those who take antihistamines for colds, flu, or allergies 
should be aware that these medications dry the mouth along 
with runny noses and watery eyes.

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A new vision for Collins Center

An Andover resident hoping to jump-start 
the Collins Center has drafted a plan to man- 
age it as a nonprofit company to raise money 
for the school. 

Gene Blake, who moved to Andover 14 
years ago, said he wants to see a program at 
the center that provides maximum communi- 
ty access and a diverse entertainment pro- 
gram. 

But he doesn’t think the school committee, 
the finance committee or other town boards 
have the time to run it. 

“The challenge for the town is manage- 
ment and control of the facility,” he said. 

Blake submitted his 12-page plan to Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski and the school 
committee for review. 

School Committee Chairman Tina Gird- 
wood said she like the proposal’s full range of 
activities, supporting performances of all 
ages that appeal to people of all ages. 

“I was impressed,” she said, but added she 
would need to determine if the business plan 
would work. 

Stapcezynski could not be reached for com- 
ment at press time. 

In Blake’s vision for the Collins Center, 
the theater would be run by a nonprofit board 
of directors appointed by the town, and 
would include noted area performers or 
artists and business executives. 

The center would be managed by a direc- 
tor hired by the board, he said. In his propos- 
al, he details the type of experience the direc- 
tor should have — business skills and experi- 
ence in the arts, forming a picture of a person 
much like himself, he said. 

Blake, now working as an environmental 
engineer in business development, has stud-

ied music all his life. He performs in an a 
capella choir that has toured the world. He 
also plays several instruments, he said. 

Of the director’s qualifications he listed, 
he emphasized solid business skills the most. 

“I think they should use someone like me, 
and if it is me, great, but if not, hopefully this 
(plan) will at least jump-start the process, and 
at a minimum, help the town focus on what it 
wants to do,” he said. 

Blake is also hoping the center could help 
boost the school’s performing arts and music 
programs, once famous for their quality grad- 
uates. Those programs “could use a shot in 
the arm,” he said. 

Any money made by the nonprofit man- 
agement of the center would go to performing 
arts scholarships and programs. 

“It would operate not as a cash cow, but 
really to celebrate the performing arts. It 
could be a tremendous resource for the com- 
munity,” he said. 

His vision for the entertainment plan for 
the center would have it up and running for a 
major Christmas show by next winter. He 
cited the North Shore Music Theater in Bev- 
erly as a local venue that books a variety of 
performances, but is just far enough away to 
make room for a similar program in 
Andover. 

He imagines a variety of performances 
booked at the Collins Center that includes 
children’s shows, and shows that celebrate 
ethnic heritage of the region. 

“Florence Henderson and Glen Campbell 
are great performers, but they don’t reflect 
the taste of the whole population,” he said. 

Blake said he plans to discuss the proposal 
in detail at a meeting Tuesday, Dec. 9 at the 
Doherty Middle School.

If Andover approves everything Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski outlines in his 
Capital Improvement Program for the next 
five years, local taxpayers will see increases 
in the operating budget of 2.6 to 5.8 percent, 
Says Finance Director Tony Torrisi. 

Among the various increases, sewer bills 
will hit taxpayer wallets hardest, with annu- 
al increases of as much as 10 percent. 

Although residents will not 
see any change in their bills | 
next year, if the elements of 
Stapcezynski’s plan are 
approved by Town Meeting, it 
Will not take long. In FY 2000 
there will be a 4-percent 
increase and the next year the 
rates will increase another 5 
percent. 

Then, in FY 2002, the 
finances really hit the fan, as 
Officials predict an additional 
10.2 percent increase in the 
sewer rates, followed by 

another 8 percent increase in 
FY 2003. 

Andover’s sewer program 
is a self-supporting program, 
meaning that any additions to 
the town’s sewer system must be paid 
through increases in the sewer bill. 

For next year, Stapczynski is recommend- 
ing two sewer projects. 

The first asks for $200,000 for rehabilitat- 
ing an existing but troubled system on 
Brook Street. 

The second, larger project, seeks to 
extend the sewer system into the Ballard- 
vale and South Main Street areas. Andover 
would need more than $1.6 million next year 

for engineering fees for this project, and 
then another $21.5 million in FY 2000 for the 
actual construction, says Torrisi. 

This same sewer extension article was 
shot down last year at Town Meeting, but 
Stapczynski hopes residents have changed 
their mind.

about 8 percent of the banking business in the 
country,” he says. “I think the banks are fear- 
ing something they don’t need to fear.” 

But, says Ralph Benson, vice president of 
marketing for The Savings Bank, a Wake- 
field-based mutual bank that opened a 
branch in Andover in February, that is a mis- 
leading way to spin the numbers. 

The more relevant comparison, he says, is 
between the market share of the “communi- 
ty” banks, which is about 16 percent of 
deposits across the State, and the credit 
unions. In other words, the credit unions 
now have about half the market share the 
community banks do. 

MacLeod says competition is good for the 
consumer, and he thinks one reason banks 
are upset is because the credit unions make 
things like ATM service charges look bad. 
“We try to deliver services to our members at 
a reasonable cost, if any,” he says. “We don’t 
look at it from a profit point of view.” 

DiBenedetto still contends the banks’ case 
relies on painting a distorted picture of cred- 
it unions.

population that many banks won’t deal 
with,” he says. “We give $500 unsecured 
loans. We provide life insurance on loans, so 
that if you expire, we won't be at your door 
telling your wife that we’re going to take her 
car.” 

And he says credit unions are still 
“severely limited” in the financial services 
they can provide.” 

Andover Bank’s Mulligan doesn’t buy 
that. “I don’t think their loans are any riski- 
er than ours. In fact in some cases, they may 
do better. If they say they’re taking a bigger 
risk, let’s see the delinquency figures. 

“The fact is,” he adds, “if I could pass along 
the 40 percent that I pay in taxes to my cus- 
tomers, I could blow them (credit unions) out 
of the water.” 

Still, Benson says he knows the banks face 
an “uphill fight.” Many legislators, both at 
the state level and in Congress, belong to 
credit unions, he says, and enjoy the benefits 
of higher interest on their savings, provided 
because the credit unions don’t have to pay 
taxes. 

“But if it walks, talks and looks like a 
bank, then it should pay taxes like a bank,” 
he says.

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Students, teachers like living on the block

They have more time to learn. The 
Classes go by faster. They can concentrate 
on fewer subjects. The classes they don’t 
like are over in one semester. 

These are a few of Andover High 
School students’ favorite things about 
block scheduling. 

“This way, we really have time to talk 
about the problems,” says senior Ana 
Laon in her Statistics and Probability 
advanced math class. “In a 45-minute 
class, by the time we sat down in groups 
to work, the period is over,” she says. 

Despite a few complaints, this year’s 
block schedule is deemed a success to 
date by Andover High students and 
teachers interviewed Monday. 

Andover High School adopted a four- 
by-four block schedule — four 82-minute 
Classes each day that change each semes- 
ter — when the school administration 
failed in September to complete a 
“hybrid” block schedule that was to have 
included various class lengths. 

And while teachers had opposed the 
four-by-four during negotiations earlier 
this year, even filing a grievance about it 
at the start of the year, they voted last 
week, after less than three months work- 
ing with it, to recommend it “with a few 
wrinkles” as the model for next year’s 
schedule, says union president Thomas 
Meyers (see related story, page 1). 

The downsides of the schedule, stu-

dents say, include the difficulty in catch- 
ing up from an absence. “When you miss 
one (82-minute) class it’s like missing two 
classes,” says one student. 

Some complain that the routine, the 
same four classes each day, is tedious, 
and others are concerned about gaps in 
consecutive classes like levels of math or 
foreign languages. 

But ask how they like the schedule, 
and students interviewed say the most 
important factor in the success of the 
class is the teacher’s ability to hold their 
attention and vary activities. Most of 
their teachers, they say, do just that, 
including one who brought in a bicycle 
for a science demonstration, and one who 
has students write and perform skits. 

“We can be creative, but we still have 
to be historically accurate,” a student 
says. 


The block in action 

While the success of the new schedule 
was uncertain at first, many students say 
they’ve been won over. 

“I think it had the potential to be bor- 


The jury is out on the question of too 
much or too little homework. Some stu- 
dents say they have less, and some say 
they are overwhelmed. 

The Townsman observed the block in 
action during four classes on Monday, in 
English, math, social studies and Spanish. 

Teachers and students agree that the 
key to making the block work is teaching 
the class in different ways within the 82- 
minute periods: anything but a long lec- 
ture. 

Stephanie Ragucci, who teaches statis- 
tics and Algebra 2, says her two math class- 
es use the block in very different ways, but 
both include minimal lecture time. 

Her advanced statistics class got a five- 
minute lecture at the start, to give an 
overview of the lesson. The rest of the 
period, after homework assignments and 
other business, students worked from 
their text in small groups. 

In Algebra 2, Ragucci says the class 
ranges from lecture to activities and prac- 
tice. 

“That way I can reinforce a concept 
before they take home their homework,” 
she says. . 

Josephine Goldin’s grade 9 English 
class, which includes some students who 


have learning disabilities, has been a 
great success, she says. 

“They’re doing extremely well,” she 
says quietly of her class, in the middle of 
a quiz on tales from King Arthur. 

The silence is broken when students 
drag chairs around the room to form a 
circle to read aloud from a play, an activ- 
ity Goldin calls “theater in the round.” 

Before each class, Goldin posts the 
agenda on the board so students know 
how the lesson will work. On Monday, 
they are quizzed on indirect objects, have 
a short grammar lesson, finish two exer- 
cises working in pairs, take a test in Latin 
prefixes and “perform” parts of a play 
about King Arthur. 

“When the 82 minutes are up, my kids 
are asking ‘Is class over?” Goldin says, 
and attributes the quick passage of fresh- 
man English to her varied teaching style. 


Make it relevant 
A World Civilizations class taught by 
Meyers also holds the attention of stu- 
dents, as their peers deliver reports on 
world religions in teams of three. 
Students and Meyers ask the group

questions about their subject after they 
report. Meyers says he focuses on ways to 
make the lesson relevant to students’ 
everyday lives. 

The block works well in this subject, he 
says, because there is more time for stu- 
dent reports and class discussion. Also, 
because teachers have fewer students in 
the block schedule, they have more time 
to correct assignments and therefore can 
assign more writing projects. 

“The ability to communicate in writing 
is key in any curriculum,” he says. 

The class is rarely quiet, including 
brief chatting periods between reports 
while students are setting up, leaving a 
small group in the corner a moment to dis- 
cuss which body parts are cool to pierce. 

But the discussion going on in Peter 
Hall’s level five Spanish class is non-stop. 
In the classroom, an army of hands shoots 
up to answer every question. There are 
few pauses as students respond to Hall’s 
questions, or as they speak Spanish to 
each other in pairs during one exercise, 
broken up by a five-minute quiz for which 
Hall dictates the questions, repeating 
them several times for anyone who asks. 

Time spent in the language lab is no 
less noisy. Students sitting in rows of

individual cubicles, each fitted with a set 
of headphones and a tape deck, are divid- 
ed into teams. 

When Hall asks a question about the 
Spanish conversation he just played on 
the tape, students buzz in with a button 
on their deck. If the student is right, his or 
her row gets a point. The friendly compe- 
tition seemed to keep the students listen- 
ing closely and eager to answer quickly 
— en Espanol. 

Hall, who teaches Spanish and French, 
says the class has adjusted well to 82- 
minute periods. He says finding ways to 
vary activities throughout the period is 
common practice for language teachers, 
blocks or no blocks, so extending the 
classes wasn’t difficult. 

He is concerned about lack of continu- 
ity, however — the possibility that a stu- 
dent taking Spanish 1 could have a two- 
semester gap before taking Spanish 2. 

While Hall says he may recommend 
that first-year language classes be taught 
all year for 45 minutes a day rather than 
half a year for 82 minutes a day, he’s hop- 
ing the block’s in-depth coverage in 
upper-level language will make up for 
any lack of continuity. 

Since the blocks began, he says he’s 
also seen more progress, which he attrib- 
utes to a less fragmented schedule. 
“They can concentrate more on Spanish 
because they have fewer subjects,” he 


says.

The Environmental Protection Agency 
cited the North Andover NESWC incinera- 
tor for violations including unmonitored 
emissions, lack of data on how much trash 
they process, and shutting down a sec- 
ondary pollution control system without 
permission. 

James T. Owens III, Chief of the Regulato- 
ry Enforcement Counsel of the federal EPA 
announced the issue of the notice last 
Thursday just before a public hearing on the 
dangers of pollution from incinerators in 
the Merrimack Valley. 

When asked to qualify the seriousness of 
the violations, Owens said since there are so 
many incinerators clustered in the Merri- 
mack Valley area, no violation should be 
taken lightly. 

James Mclver, plant manager at the 
Massachusetts Refusetech, Inc. NESWC 
plant, said Wheelabrator plans to challenge 
all the alleged violations, many of which are 
disagreements about how they measure 
things, rather than how they operate. 

Owens said the next step in the process is 
to have a meeting with EPA and Wheelabra- 
tor (Mass.

More dollars against drugs

Andover received an extra weapon in the 
fight against drugs this month. Actually it 
received about 4,300 little ones. 

At a time when the state’s contribution to 
the Drug Abuse Resistance Education pro- 
gram has decreased and more communities 
are seeking and receiving aid, Andover 
received more money for its DARE program 
than it asked for. 

The DARE program in Andover is a mostly 
sixth-grade program run by Andover Officer 
Cecilia Blais, in which she establishes rela- 
tionships, builds self-esteem and encourages 
students to stay off drugs. 

Blais asked for $13,000 from the state for 
Andover’s DARE program but received $17,300 
after they compared her grant request to oth- 
ers in the state. It was a pleasant surprise. 

“T asked for $13,000, because how much you 
can apply for is based on the size of your school 
system and your town,” says Blais. “T was 
waiting with bated breath just to make sure I 
got the $13,000.” 

The money will be used to pay for overtime, 


to train a new DARE officer, to cover regular 
police shifts vacated because of DARE duties, 
and to purchase supplies such as DARE work- 
books for kids, says Blais. She says it will take 
about two weeks to train another officer. 

“The benefit of that is, God forbid, if any- 
thing should happen to me and I was out for a 
lengthy period, I would hate to leave the school 
department (short),” she says. 

By all accounts, many youths will be glad to 
learn Officer Blais will still be on the DARE 
beat. Vicki Simms, West Middle School princi- 
pal, says she has developed close relationships 
with a number of students. 

Although Simms says its hard to tell if the 
program has directly lead to fewer kids taking 
drugs, Simms says it’s clear that many kids 
are comfortable speaking out against drug use. 

“When I was growing up I never knew of 
kids telling their parents not to smoke or not to 
drink and drive,” she says. “I think there is a 
heightened awareness (because of programs 
like DARE) at the very least.”

it. Now that they are being told by 
administrators that the hybrid 
block — a combination of 45-, 60- 
and 90-minute classes, won't 
work, — the issue has been 
dropped, he says. 

“It’s not even being discussed,” 
he says. 

High School Principal Ellen 
Parker had said in a previous 
interview that the administration 
had not ruled out any possible 
schedules, and were still keeping 
their options open. 

But the teachers now contend 
that even though their teaching 
time has decreased in the four-by- 
four block, planning time has 
increased. 

“If you’re not prepared for an 
82-minute class, you’re dead,” 
says teacher Stephanie Ragucci. 

She teaches a statistics class 
that she says “would work horri- 
bly under a regular schedule,” 
and believes the block schedule is 
educationally sound. 

Despite the fact that she spends 
little time lecturing in the class, 
she says she covers the lesson 
thoroughly in her planning to 
anticipate students’ questions. 
The new format has doubled her 
preparation time, she says. 

But still unanswered is the 
question of whether all that extra 
planning time offsets any possible 
negative impact of 60 fewer hours 
spent in class. 

It also leaves unanswered why, 
if teachers say the longer classes 
are so beneficial, why they aren’t 
lobbying for the hybrid block 
schedule, which provides in some 
cases for 90-minute classes — and 
would require them to teach those 
additional 60 hours. 

Meyers wouldn’t comment on 
that, except to say again that the 
hybrid schedule is now off the 
table. 


The nuts and bolts 

Under last year’s schedule, 
teachers taught five of the seven 
45-minute periods each day, or 225 
minutes a day, says high school 
Principal Ellen Parker. 

Under the block schedule this 
year, teachers teach two or three 
82-minute blocks a day. 

Any teacher with three blocks 
one semester of the year will 
switch to two blocks the next 
semester, and vice versa. 

Those with two blocks in one 
semester spend 164 minutes in 
class, and the rest of their time on 
duties like monitoring students, 
and planning time. Those with 
three blocks spend 246 minutes 
teaching each day, get one block of 
planning time and are not 
required to perform duty, says 
Parker. 

By the end of the year, teachers 
will have spent an average of 205 


ack block 


minutes a day in class. 

According to School Commit- 
tee Chairman Tina Girdwood, the 
contract with teachers signed in 
June limits high school teachers 
to 270 minutes of teaching and 
duty time per day. Therefore, if a 
teacher has 270 minutes in the 
classroom, he or she is not 
required to perform duty, she 
says. : 

Meyers says the teachers deci- 
sion to endorse the four-by-four 
block schedule was based on edu- 
cational, not monetary concerns. 

The salary requirements in the 
contract are not affected by which 
block schedule teachers work, he 
says. 

That is not the way Nadworny 
remembers it. He says the com- 
mittee agreed to higher salary 
increases based on the expecta- 
tion that, under a hybrid block 
schedule, teachers would be 
increasing their time in class by 
about 10 percent. 

“If you pay more, you expect 
more,” he says. 

But, he notes, under the four- 
by-four block, the teachers are get- 
ting those increases, while their 
teaching time has decreased. 


No perfect schedule 

Parker says the high school 
administration is still considering 
many scheduling options that 
meet teacher contract provisions. 

“There’s no such thing as a per- 
fect schedule, because if there: 
was, we would be using it,” she 
says, adding that she has heard 
many parents’ concerns on the 
subject. 

One of those parents is Joan 
Cohen, co-chair of the Andover 
High School Advisory Council. 

Cohen is now _ tabulating 
results of a school-wide survey 
about the block that she says gar- 
nered a healthy number of 
respondents — more than half of 
the full-time faculty and just a lit- 
tle less than half the students. 

“We were floored by the sert- 
ousness with which the kids took 
this survey. The vast majority of 
them made intelligent and very 
thoughtful comments,” she says. 

Cohen says she believes the 
teachers are considering the 
schedule in good faith and are not 
primarily concerned with their 
salaries. 

“T choose not to be cynical 
about it, and I hope people can 
analyze this issue for education’s 
sake and not for blame or self- 
interest. That’s my Christmas 
wish this year — let’s analyze this 
rationally,” she says. 

Meyers says the teachers are 
planning to meet with parents to 
explain their rationale for 
endorsing the  four-by-four 
block, but have not yet set a 
date.

Union will declare 
preference for chief

When the time comes, the 
Andover police patrolmen’s 
union will throw its support 
behind one internal candidate 
who’s seeking to become the next 
chief of police. 

“Yes. We will probably support 
an individual, but of course we 
can’t do anything until we know 
what the qualifications are,” says 
Craig Poirier, union president. 

The union may have several 
superior officers to choose from. 
Det. Sgt. Kevin Winters says he 
believes nearly all of Andover’s 
lieutenants and sergeants will 
apply for the top spot. 

In fact, four of the five superior 
officers asked by the Townsman 
about the chief’s spot said they do 
plan to apply, once the position is 
posted. 

As for whether external candi- 
dates need not apply, the jury is 
still out. Although he seems to 
have been influenced by the 
recent support in some quarters 
for a home-grown chief (“Get a 
local top cop,” Townsman, Nov. 
20), Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski says he hasn’t decid- 
_ ed yet on whether to do an exter- 
s fBa au 


nal search. 

He says he wants to receive 
community input about what 
people want in their next chief 
“until Dec. 1 and probably a few 
days after that.” 

Then he will post the position 
internally, and possibly advertise 
locally and regionally. After peo- 
ple send in their resumés, a com- 
mittee will help whittle down the 
candidates for Stapczynski. If 
there is a regional search, the 
town manager plans to use citi- 
zens as part of this committee. 

“If I go internal, I probably 
wouldn’t use a citizen’s commit- 
tee,” he says. “But there’s value 
to having a citizens’ panel. I’m 
still evaluating (this area),” 

Stapczynski says if there are a 
dozen or more candidates, he 
would use a citizens’ panel, and 
is careful to emphasize that, no 
matter what, he will give signifi- 
cant weight to the citizen input he 
continues to receive. 

But if the search is entirely 
internal, Stapczynski says he’ll 
probably use an “assessment cen- 
ter,” a group of police chiefs or 
consultants in the police field to 
assess the internal candidates.

Broken gas main quickly closed

A pair of Park Street buildings were briefly 
evacuated Monday afternoon, after a construc- 
tion worker at the old bowling alley site struck 
a gas main, causing a noticeable natural gas 
leak. 

For a few minutes after the leak was discov- 
ered, police and fire officials asked people not 
to start their vehicles for fear of an explosion. 
The fire department also evacuated 40 to 50 
people from Learning Express and the stores 
in the Park Street Center strip mall, the build- 
ings to the west and east of the old Andover 
Lanes building, respectively. 

But firefighters taking readings at the scene 
learned that although the gas was concentrat- 
ed enough to ignite if there was a spark within 
a few feet of the damaged main, the air just 20 
feet away, outside of the construction area, 
was safe. Deputy Chief James Lynch said the 
strong winds Monday dispersed the gas 
enough that it did not pose a threat. 

“With the wind we have today, this is actu- 
ally great (compared to what it could be),” said 
Lynch, standing a short distance from the con- 
struction site, within easy smelling distance of 
the gas. “Right now it’s really not that danger- 
ous.” 

Although Lynch said the gas posed no 
health risk, people could smell natural gas sev- 
eral streets away. 

The police and fire department blocked off 
Park Street at the corner of Florence Street and 
Barnard Street at the corner of Chestnut 
Street. No one was injured, and the streets sur- 
rounding the area were closed for less than 20 
minutes — the time it took the gas company to 
arrive at the scene. Later, Park Street traffic 
was routed through the municipal parking lot. 

Doreen Mirabello, a Bartlet Street resident 
and Malden Place worker on her lunch break, 
was one of those who was told not to start her 
car for a few minutes. She waited in the cold a 
few minutes until the fire department gave her 
the OK to be on her way. 

“T was just sitting in my car waiting for my 
Chinese food (from Peking Garden in Park 
Street Center). Then I saw all the fire trucks. 
At first I thought there was a fire down the 
street,” she said. “Then I said, ‘Uh, oh, some- 
thing happened over there.” 

She was right. A worker for Kidder Con- 
struction tapped into the natural gas main 
while he was digging into the old bowling alley 
building’s foundation, said Lynch. 

“He was working and all of a sudden he 
could smell something,” said Lynch.

LAZARUS PLEDGE PROGRAM 
The Feaster Five Road Race relationship con- 
tinues this year with Lazarus House in 
Lawrence, a multi-service organization that 
assists the poor and needy in the Merrimack Val- 
ley. But because of a loss in sponsorship, none of 
the money included in the $18 entrance fee will go 
to the charity, say organizers. 
Instead organizers encourage runners to raise 
«pledges for Lazarus House on the pledge sheet 
included on the entry forms. 
“It could grow to be an enormous thing. People 
call and say, ‘We’re not going to run because 
you're not getting anything,” says Bridget Sha- 
heen, Lazarus House’s executive director. But 
she notes events such as the Walk for Hunger 
raise $3 million entirely through pledging.

VOLUNTEERS 

Around 600 volunteers will help out with the 
race. “We pretty much have it all under control,” 
says McGillivray. “But I would never turn away 
anyone. You can never have too many volun- 
teers. If anyone is interested I suggest they 
Should show up early on race day and go to the 
volunteers tent in Brickstone Square. We'll find a 
good place for them.” 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

Once again this year, the race will be televised 
on ESPN’s Saucony Running and Racing Show 
sometime in December. 

The largest Christmas tree in the nation will 
be at the finish line. Mark Donohoe plans to have 
the 100-foot giant easily in place by tomorrow, 
Thanksgiving Day. The official lighting of the 
tree will take place around 6 p.m. Sunday, Nov. 
30. [See related story, above.] 

There will be four bands and two disc jockeys 
along the course. 

Each year, on the day before Thanksgiving, 
there’s also a race exposition for free to the gen- 
eral public. This year, it’s slated to run today, 
Wednesday, from 3 to 7 p.m. at the Ramada Inn 
Rolling Green, along with a race clinic directed 
by what race director DMSE calls “the most pres- 
tigious runners in the New England area.” 


PARKING AND TRAFFIC

on the course), at Doctors Park on Haverhill 
Street (on the course about a half mile from the 
finish), and at Brickstone Square. 

Andover police will handle traffic at all major 
intersections, but there will be detours and 
delays.

Tips on selection and care of Christmas trees 


For many families, selecting and decorating the 
Christmas tree marks the true beginning of the holiday sea- 
son. Choosing the right tree and providing it with the prop- 
er care can add to the festive atmosphere you create. Several 
species are grown and sold across the United States. Some 
of the more popular ones include: 

Douglas Fir: Especially popular in the Pacific 
Northwest, this tree is full, light weight, green in color and 
features 3/4 to 1-1/2-inch soft needles. It's known to have 
good needle retention and is good for warm environments 
(e.g. rooms with a fireplace). 

Balsam Fir: With needles to 
l-inch long, this tree is known for its attractive color, form, 
fragrance and good needle retention. 

Scotch Pine: A very popular Christmas tree, the 
scotch pine has very long needles (1-1/2 to 2-1/2 
inches) and good needle retention 

Eastern Red Cedar: More plentiful in the southern 
states, this tree tends to be dark in color, and dense 
with a strong aroma. However, you may have to deal 
with sticky needles and a short houselife. 

Blue Spruce: Spruce needles are short (1/2 to 1- 
inch long) and stiff. The trees are usually bluish- 
gray and dense with a nice aroma and symmet- 
rical form, but they tend to lose their needles 
quickly in warm rooms and cost a_ bit more. 

Arizona Cypress: A steeple shaped, the 
Arizona Cypress is pale-green to gray- 
green in color. The needles are extremely ' 
tiny and quite plentiful.

or farm, decide where you will place your tree. Measure the 
area for height and width to be sure you select an appro- 
priately-sized tree. 

- If you’re purchasing a pre-cut tree, gently pull on the 
needles. If the tree is fresh, very few will come off. Next, 
shake the tree vigorously. If green needles fall off, look for 
another tree. (It is common for brown needles to fall when 
a tree is shaken; this is NOT an indication that the tree is 
too dry.) Try breaking a few needles. They should be flexi- 
ble, fragrant and sticky if the tree is fresh. 

Display and Care 

- If there is a lag time between purchase and set up, store 
your Christmas tree in a sheltered, shady and unheated 
area. Make a fresh cut at the base of the trunk and place the 

tree in a bucket of water. 

- When you're ready to place your tree in a stand, 

make another straight fresh cut across the base of the 

trunk. Your stand should hold at least one gallon of 

> water. (A fresh cut tree will absorb as much as one gal- 

lon of water within the first 24 hours, and can use 
one or more quarts a day thereafter.) 

- Keep your tree away from heat sources, such as 

fireplaces, TV’s and radiators. Check electric 

lights and connections - do not use worn, frayed 

wires or cord, and always unplug your tree lights 

when no one is home. Never place open 

flames on or near your Christmas tree. This

By covering your tree 
stand tightly with skirting, your pet 
cannot drink the tree water which may 
contain dirt or loo Be sure your 
dog or cat has access to plenty 
clean water in his or her normal water 
bowl 
Holly-day plants 

Plants such as poinsettias, holly, 
amar yllis and mistletoe may make your 
home beautiful, but are poisonous to 
pets. If ingested, these plants may 
cause vomiting, diarrhea or more seri- 
ous health problems. Keep all plants 
out of reach and, if a plant is consumed 
and your pet appears ill, consult your 
veterinarian immediately.

Electric candles and other win- 
dowsill decoration may tell the world 
it's holiday time at your house, but 
could be potentially dangerous for your 
pet.

Eating table scraps can cause digestive 
upset by altering the balance of your 
pet’s diet. 


In addition, bones and chocolate 
may be harmful to your pet. Bones can 
lead to choking or digestive damage. 
Chocolate contains a substance called 
theobromine, which is toxic and, in 
large amounts, can Cause seizures and 
even death in cats and dogs. The best 
treat during the holiday's is extra atten- 
tion and love. 


Lack of exercise may cause your dog 
or cat to put on extra weight. Keep up 
with your regular walk schedule as 
much as possible, which will also help 
your pet relax during holiday festivi- 
ties. Extra play time for cats provides 
exercise and needed attention. 


During the cold weather season, 
your pet is more likely to have dry skin, 
which may cause him or her to 
scratch. Be sure to keep his or her coat 
groomed and provide plenty of water. 
A complete and balanced diet that con- 
tains an optimal balance of fatty acids 
promotes healthy skin and coat and 
helps rejuvenate dry skin. 


While checking your pet’s coat for 
dry skin, examine its thickness. 
Animals have different sensitivities to 
hot and cold temperatures based on 
their coats. If your pet has thin or short 
fur, you may want to invest in purchas- 
ing extra layers, like a pet sweater, for 
outdoors in the winter months.

- If it’s broken, throw it away. 

- [f it’s in good condition but just not 
needed in your life, consider enhancing 
your environment by recycling, giving 
it away to a shelter for battered women, 
hospital, etc. or let your children dis- 


mantle it and create a new design of 


treasured memories. 

- If you love it, keep it. 

Removing clutter not only creates 
space for love and light in your life, but 
the process allows you to share your 
treasures of the past with others. With 
the clutter gone, you can now begin to 
decorate! 

Winston Churchill’s words of wis- 
dom continue to ring true: “Take care 
of your space and your space will take 
care of you.”

* Place prepared stuffing in turkey 
just before roasting. Do not stuff the 
turkey the night before roasting 


* Stuff both neck and body cavities 
of completely thawed turkey, allowing 
1/2 to 3/4 cup of stuffing per pound of 
turkey. Do not pack stuffing tightly in 
turkey. 


- Always use a meat thermometer. 
The turkey is done when the thigh tem- 
perature reaches 180F on a meat ther- 
mometer inserted into the thickest part 
of the thigh next to body, not touching 
bone. Move the meat thermometer to 
the center of stuffing; temperature 
should be 160 to 165F. 


When the stuffed turkey is done, 
remove turkey from oven and let turkey 
with stuffing stand 15 to 20 minutes. 
This stand time provides an added mea- 
sure of safety for stuffing temperature 
to reach 165F.

Survey: Americans love entertaining at home 


remarkable 91 percent of 

American women love to enter- 

ain at home, according to a 
national opinion survey for Lenox 
China and Crystal.
